I,  Staaley  !!  Banfill,  a  Captain  in  the  Royal  Canadia. 
Arny  '  edical  Corps,  presently  residing  at  4629  Kensington 
Avenue,  Montreal,  Quebec,  rake  oath  and  say:- 

1.  I  an  a  graduate  Jn  nedicine  and  surgery  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  l.'cGill  having  graduated  in  Kay,  1933* 

2.  In  December,  1941,  I  was  attached  to  the  Royal  Rifles 
of  Canada  and  on  active  service  in  Hong  Kong.  I  had 
established  a  First  Aid  Poet  at  the  Salesian  I  ission  which 
was  across  the  rain  highway  from  the  military  area  of  Lei 
Hun,  ’  e  originally  had  a  First  Aid  Post  at  Lei  run,  over¬ 
looked  from  Devil's  Peak  on  the  r airland  which  was  con¬ 
sidered  too  dangerous  and  on  12  December  1941  we  had  moved 
across  the  road.  This  place  was  occupied  by  various  I 'edical 
Services.  There  was  a  civilian  First  Aid  Post  under  the 
Hong  Kong  Government.  There  was  also  the  Central  .  ilitary 
Nodical  Stores  for  the  Island  with  an  RAI  C  Staff.  The 
personnel  on  staff  of  the  First  Aid  Pest  established  by  me 
were  E-3006 7  L/Cpl  A  C  HARRISON,  E-30552  Rfn  R  J  OAKLEY, 

uy  batman,  who  also  acted  as  a  First  Aid  man,  an  RASC 
driver  named  KELLY  and  myself.  Though  the  Post  was  narked 
with  Red  Crosses,  neither  the  RAI'C  personnel  or  my  o’ti  had 
been  able  to  obtain  any  Red  Cross  arn  bands,  none  were 
being  r,orn.  The  RA1.C  personnel  had  Red  Cross  Identification 
Cards,  but  the  Royal  Rifles  personnel  had  none  and  neither 
did  I. 


3.  On  the  evening  of  18  December  1941,  I  ajor  II  T  G 
IlacAULAY  of  the  Royal  Rifles  of  Canada,  ,Jho  was  in  command 
of  HQ  Coy  at  Ty  Tau,  a  personal  friend  of  mine,  came  and 
advised  me  to  evacuate  the  area.  However,  we  had  various 
reasons  for  not  doing  so.  I  had  recommended  a  few  days 
before  that  the  FAP  be  moved  and  the  Governor  had  repri¬ 
manded  ne  fer  interfering  *'ith  a  civilian  organization.  I 
should  say  that  though  the  Post  was  supposed  to  lock  after 
civilians  in  Sau  Ki  "an  area,  of  which  there  ^re  about 
20,000,  I  do  not  suppose  more  than  15  were  brought  in  during 
the  entire  time  I  was  there,  certainly  very  few.  lajor 
I'acAULAY  said  he  would  cone  back  the  next  day  ’dth  transport 
to  move  us  and  stores  from  the  area.  This  was  the  night  of 
18  December,  1941.  The  RAI  C  had  picquets  on  the  building 
facing  the  North,  but  apparently  they  noticed  nothing  un¬ 
usual  happening  during  the  night.  I  had  a  very  troubled 
sleep  due  to  heavy  shelling  and  did  not  find  out  till  after 
that  the  shelling  was  our  own  guns  from  Stanley  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Island. 

4.  About  da^ni  we  vrere  awakened  by  two  British  officers 
being  helped  in.  One  was  wounded,  the  other  died  alnost 
immediately.  Up  to  that  tire  we  had  no  patients  except 
one  wounded  Chinese.  The  wounded  British  officer  was  shot 
through  the  chest  quite  badly  and  on  questioning  he  stated 
he  wished  to  be  taken  back  to  Lieut-Colonel  •  J  HO.  E,  RRC, 
at  Ty  Tam  as  he  had  very  important  information  for  him.  He 
also  made  the  request  that  I  come  do^Ti  to  where  the  Rajput 
First  Aid  Fost  was,  abcut  a  mile  and  a  half  from  uy  Posi¬ 
tion,  as  there  were  a  number  of  wounded  there.  I  asked  him 
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about  his  wounds  and  he  said  he  and  his  friend  had  been 
shot  while  attenpting  to  get  down  the  rain  road  to  Ty  .aa 
by  Canadians.  Ke  did  not  mention  Japanese  at  all  and  as 
I  knew  the  Canadians  had  been  shooting  recklessly  do'n 
the  road,  it  never  occurred  to  ne  the  people  they  were 
fighting  were  Japanese.  I  took  this  nan,  the  vcutjuoo 
civilian  and  the*  dead  can  and  put  the:,  in  an  arbuDanre 
together  with  three  of  ny  nen,  2/Lieut  Osier  2H01AS, 

Hong  Kong  Volunteer  Defence  Corps,  v»ho  had  been  attached 
to  me  a  day  or  so  before  as  a  nedxcal  student;  Rfa  OAi-l^Y 
and  Dvr  KELLY,  who  were  to  take  then  there  They  drove 
out  of  the  courtyard  on  to  the  road  and  a  moment  later 
care  back  screaming  that  they  had  boen  machine  gunned. 

Rfa  OAKLEY  had  a  machine  gun  bullet  through  his  thigh.  I 
do  not  rer.er.ber  if  the  ambulance  was  marked,  it  was  an 
improvised  vehicle. 

5.  Rfa  OAKLEY  insisted  the  people  who  fired  -ere  Japan¬ 
ese,  we  had  never  seen  one  until  then.  I  went  into  the 
Mission  and  looked  out  from  upstairs  at  the  area  they 
were  shooting  from  and  to  my  surprise  there  was  a  concen¬ 
tration  of  Japanese  trcop3  on  the  flat  area  behind  th® 
mission.  I  was  with  them  for  some  t*me  afterwards.  There 
were  3  Japanese  Lieutenants  and  one  Japanese  Captain,  I 
would  say  a  company  organization.  I  : rushed  den/nstairs 
shouting  to  the  women  in  charge  of  the  ^ivilxan  Aid  Post 
and  the  other  people  to  try  and  get  them  d°Tm  *nt0,*'*ie 
depression  in  front  of  the  building ,  towards  ion 

of  Sau  Ki  ’’'an.  As  I  cane  into  tne  main  hall  of  the  ission, 
a  Japanese  patrol  had  circled the  building  and  £is 

coming  in  the  front  door  of  the  .ussion,  I  imj-ediately 
put  up  ny  hands  and  took  no  interest  J-n  defend lng  the 
place  whatever.  No  one  fired,  I  am  positive  of  that. 

(■  The  Japanese  took  us  out  into  the  courtyard  and 
lined  us  up, ^soldiers  together,  St  Johns  Ambulance  and  -omen 
employees  of  the  First  Aid  Post  and  civilian  doctors,  0 
or  50  altogether.  The  St  John  Ambulance  people  had  on  a 
distinctive  uniform  with  Red  Cross  badges  on  the  sleeve. 

The  civilian  Doctors  had  no  markings  whatsoever  and  our 
people  had  no  Red  Crosses.  The  Japanese  ord®r®d» 
or  less  by  gestures,  that  the  people  remove  Jackets  and 
empty  their  pockets.  The  RA’C  personnel  showed  the  Japan 
ese  their  Red  Cross  Identification  Cards  with  P*0*°£raphs» 
but  they  were  simply  snatched  out  of  their  hands  and 
thrown  to  the  ground.  There  was  no  one  there  to  speak 
InglUh.  I  do  remember  that  the  Japanese  had  some  conver¬ 
sation  with  a  Chinese  Doctor  and  I  have  been  told  since 
that  the  Chinese  Doctor  told  them  who  we T'7^!*b e evident i- 
everyone  remove  their  boots  except  re.  *hadJ^e5  a™nSse 
fled  as  the  leader  of  the  group  in  this  way,  Jh?JaP?nese 
came  out  of  the  building  holding  up  a  JeY°^eL^sJnior 
claimed  it.  Apparently  they  associated  this  ith  senio 

rank  and  put  me  to  one  side. 

7  They  marched  us  out  on  to  the  road;  St  Johns  Ambu¬ 
lance  personnel  towards  3au  Ki  ’Van,  the  women  towards  od 

The  RA^C^personnel^consisting'of^about11^'  o^lO^storemen, 

?S,.dhanda|n  thesis  tty  :°t  ^rter^^f^rched  £dlst,.nce 
up  the  side  of  !'t  Parker  and  then  an  English  speaking 
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officer  cane  along  and  started  questioning  ne.  I 
v/e  were  medical  personnel  from  the  First  niu  Pest  and  i.- n- • 
combatants.  They  took  me  off  to  one  side,  tied  ny  arms 
behind  ny  bad:  with  a  loop  around  ny  neck  and  left  re 
standing  there.  They  marched  the  other  personnel  pa s t  ne 
(I  was  the  only  one  tied)  across  the  gully  and  had 
standing  facing  ne  with  their  backs  to  the  ^bankrient. 

There  -as  a  sound  of  shooting,  I  looked  up  and  saw  so^e 
of  ny  friends  falling  down.  Just  at  that  nor.ent  a  Japanese 
civilian  came  along,  knocked  ne  down  and  kicked  ne  several 
I  tines,  to  provent  ne  frora  seeing  any  uore.j  This  Japanese 
v/as  dressed  in  a  civilian  overcoat  and  wore  Japanese  mili¬ 
tary  shoos  with  the  separated  toe  and  was  unarmed. 

f  8.  The  officer  who  gave  the  order  to  tie  ne  ™js  not  in 
charge.  There  v/as  an  officer  senior  to  hiu  in  cha  g  , 
the  ranks  were  unknown  to  ne.  The  English  ^Pea^ing  Jp*Pa  " 
ese  then  came  to  Lie,  got  ne  on  ny  feet  and  we  started  up  the 
hill.  I  protested  to  him  about  shooting  these  People  and 
he  said  they  had  an  order  to  kill  all  captives,  that 
"Order  is,  all  captives  nust  die",  I  said  "You  have  not 
killed  ne"  and  he  said  "w9  will  kill  you  -  all  captives 
|  nust  die,  but  we  want  you  to  help  us"..  '  e  s^rJ®d  JJP  the 
hill  and  arrived  at  a  water  cachenent.  We  got  in  and 
followed  it  in  the  direction  of  Ty  Tan,  walked  for  about 
a  r  ile,  turned  around  and  cane  back,  then  over  the  eastern 
shoulder  of  lit  Parker  in  the  direction  of  /ong  Nei  Chong. 
This  was  the  morning  of  19  December  1941  and  I  think 
Brigadier  Lawson  was  killed  in  the  early  morning  or  during 
the  night  at  Wong  Nei  Cheng.  I  arrxved  there  in  the  late 

afternoon. 

9  the  way  across  they  untied  ny  hands  because  I  fell 
,nd  put  me  on  a  leash.  I  had  a  good  bit  of  conversation 
with  the  Lieutenant.  He  told  ne  he  had  f°n®  t°  St  Paul  s 
Mission  School  in  Tokyo  and  had  learned  to  speak  English, 
that  his  mother  and  sisters  were  Christians,  but  that  he 
was  not  sure  of  his  own  views  on  the  n^ect,tha-the 
objected  to  war  and  thought  everyone  should  te  kind.  He 
also  spoke  of  French  Canada,  American  novies,  etc. 

10  On  th-*  s  trip  we  rested  frequently  because  the  Japanese 
were  ca?ryi^  hea?y  equipment,  .ueh  as  a  flame  thrower 
which  seemed  difficult  for  two  men  to  carry.  This  contm 
ued  until  late  afternoon  when  re  -ere  s^°PPfd-  £he 
Japanese  told  ne  his  name  was  pronounced  *ONDA,  ^t  spelt 
unwnA  bp  cp id  "I  think  it  is  a  shame  re  have  to  kill 
you"  or  words  to  that  effect,  and  "I  will  see  if  I  can  ge 

permission  to  tike  you  beck  to  Headquarters".  He  spoke  to

We  continued  in  a  southwesterly  direction  towards  .ong  Nei 
Chong . 

f~ii  Two  Japanese  v/e  re  in  front  of  us  as  an  advance  party, 

‘  HONDA  and  I  "were  immediately  behind  them.  We  came  across 
wr-ttish  officer,  —ounded,  who  V7as  era*,  ling  al^ng  t 
road.  The  Japanese  bayonetted  hiB,  thentook Ve?yU?hite- 

lafed  2nd  Lieutenant*  *th  ihe  insignia  of  the  Hong  Kong  and

of  the  HKSRA,  as  an  Indian  officer  of  th..t  unit. 
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happened  twice  more  on  that  trip,  they  bryonetted  v/j.uiccd 
soldiers  and  threw  thee  over  the  side  and  then  shot  then 
1  to  -nke  sure  they  rere  dead.J  I  was  no;  ashed  again  to 
^  "Identify  anyone.  About  6  o'clock  "e  arrived  at  ^ong  Nei 
Chong  ’./here  there  was  a  concentration  of  Japanese  troops,  at 
least  a  battalion  and  probably  more. 

12.  It  nps  at  dawn,  approximately  0800  hours  on  the  19 
Deco:  ber  19<-1  ’-hen  the  Japanese  arrived  at  Salesian  Mission. 
They  cnue  from  due  south  of  the  ,  ission,  but  had  landed  at 
the  North.  I  believed  it  to  be  a  company  organization  with 
1  Captain  and  3  Lieutenants  although  I  no  not  positive  of 
the  ranks.  The  lunicr  cflicer  who  spoke  i^nglish  told  me 
he  was  a  Lieutenant,  I  can't  be  positive  of  the  rank  of 
the  Company  Commander.  They  carried  swords  and  staffs; 
v'ore  khaki  cotton  uniforms  covered  with  coarse  netting; 
steel  helmets  co/ered  with  khaki  canvas  covering  and  coarse 
netting  which  v;as  used  to  fasten  fui  ’.are  in  ler  caoouilrge 
purposes.  Their  v;eapons  were  as  fellows  -  Titles;  the  non- 
comissioned  officers  had  swords;  they  were  carrying  a  heavy 
machine  gun  of  Vickers  pattern  as  "ell  as  sore  snail  mortars. 
A  very  heavy  flame  thrower  v/as  carried  between  two  nen 
slung  on  a  pole.  It  resembled  an  Electrolux  Vacuum  leaner, 
only  larger  and  slightly  spherical,  with  *lexibo.e  hose  an 
nozzle.  They  also  carried  light  i»achine  guns  with  fixed 
bayonets.  There  were  between  100  to  150  men  and  there  was 
no  transport.  Their  boots  rere  black  canvas,  rubber  soles, 
separated  great  toe,  ankle  boots  fastened  by  snaps  at  the 
back.  The  officers  and  NCOs  "tro  -caiu.ng  high  and  knee 
length  boots  and  our  type  of  Army  an.de  boot.  The.r  equip 
ment  consisted  of  a  leather  ammunition  container  with  tv o 
leather  pnuches  and  contained  .26  calibre  high  velocity 
rifle  ammunition.  They  also  carried  a  canva.s  haversack 
slung  over  the  shoulder  which  resembled  our  light  haversack. 
I  noticed  ''t  len3t  one  medical  orderly  and  there  were 
probably  others.  This  one  carried  a  leather  case,  not  nuch 
larger  than  an  attache  case  with  a  Red  cross  on  it.  I  - 
not  rec*] 1  arm  bards.  They  had  no  stretchers,  but  I  saw 
some  evacuated  casualties  on  stretchers  made  of  boughs. 

r  13.  T"o  of  the  victims  in  some  way  lived  through  the 
shooting  and  escaped  although  one-  was  hacked  with  swords  by 
the  Japanese  as  he  -as  lying  feigning  death.  One es*  1 
2/Lieut  Osier  TH01  AS,  HX7DC,  who  nac  been  my  assistant.  He 
is  easily  identified  as  his  father  was  the  chief  local 
emplovee  of  the  Government  medical  Service.  ’ 

was  a' medical  student  at  HovS  Xo.iS  University  and  because 
of  this  had  been  detailed  as  my  assistant.  The  otho.  •*- 
Cpl  LilTH  of  the  RA.  C,  who  after  his  escape  and  suDsequcnt 
recovery  acted  as  clerk  and  secretary  during  the  Prisone: 
of  War  period  to  Lieut-Colonel  Bowie,  Commander  of  Boven 
^  toad  Hospital, 

14  Two  of  the  ladies  who  had  been  in  the  civilian  First 
Aid  Post  and  who  had  marched  off  towards  Sai  Van  survived 
and  could  give  evidence  of  the  circumstances  surround  .  g 
the  capture.  They  are  MSS  FJRON,  who  was  born  in  Chin., 
and  later  rent  to  the  United  States  and  became 
the  American  women's  Army  Corps  and  MS  vh,  w^s  in 

charge  of  the  civilian  First  Aid  Fost  and  is  ths  '  ouol 
the  Director  of  Civilian  Communications  at  Hong  Kong  and  a 
Barrister  in  civilian  life  in  Hong  Kong. 
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1*?  I  estimate  that  the  shooting  took  place  not  isore  than 
2C0  yards  fron  the  large  building  oi  the  Salesian  ssljn 
vhich  r/e  had  occupied  as  a  First  Aid  Post. 

16.  I  would  describe  the  English  speaking  J«P;jes®  °f^cer 
np,  ed  HONDA  as  about  23  yrs  of  age*,  5'2"  or  5  4  ;  ljO  to 
140  lbs:  s  ...all,  stocky,  siongoloid  appearing  Japanese,  solenui 
PDDeorance,  very  large  buck  teeth  with  no  gold  in  oheu  as 
TPrene,;ber  and  he  rare  horn-rianed  spectacles.  He  told  i.e 
he  had  served  in  China  and  had  been  educated  in  St  Faul  s 
Church  of  England  School  in  Tokyo*,  that  his  nother  and 
sisters  were  Christians  and  that  ha  was  net  sure  of  his 
o^vlevson  ttet  subject  He  did  not  mention  having  been 
wounded  end  stntcd  that  he  did  not  approve  of mr.  His 
description  is  somowhet  like  what  of  Lieut  aDA,  l-t  re 
Canp  Co.-nandar.t  at  North  Point  and  Slur  Shui  Po,  but  is 

not  the  saue  '-an.
